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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application has been reviewed. Original claims 1-13 are pending. The rejections cited 
are as stated below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In particular, claim 1, the phrase "and/or" renders the claims indefinite because, it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim 1, recites the limitation the occurrence There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. For examination purposes, examiner interprets the claim limitation 
in light of the 1 12 2nd rejection. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was 
not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-3, 6, 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Walker et al. US Patent No. 5,797,127 (hereinafter "Walker"). 

Claims 1-3, 6, 10, and 13, Walker teaches a method and a corresponding system for 
allowing a remote user to purchase, over a distributed computer network, an option or futures 
contract for a ticket to a contingent event, which system comprises a host server operative with a 
program including, an event database connected in communication with said host server, said

database including ticket identifiers each representative of a ticket for a contingent 
participant-event (column 3, line 1 thru column 8, line 53), an option or futures bid database in 
communication with said host server, said option or futures bid database including allocation 
fields representative of an option or futures bid for each of said tickets (column 3, line 1 thru 
column 8, line 53), an interface manager implemented on said server and in communication with 
said databases, wherein said interface manager processes option or futures bids from remote users 
to determine whether to accept the option or futures bid and to update the allocation field 
(column 3, line 1 thru column 8, line 53), and wherein the services are at least one of a sporting 
event ticket, an airline ticket, a charter airline reservation, a hotel reservation, a rental car 
reservation, a restaurant reservation, a bus ticket, a train ticket, and a ticket or reservation to an 
attraction in the locale of the contingent ticketed event (column 3, line 1 thru column 8, line 53). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co,, 148 USPQ 459, that are 
applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
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summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
unobviousness. 

8. Claims 4, 5, 7-9, 1 1, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Walker et al US Patent No. 5,797,127 (hereinafter "Walker"). 

Claims 4, 5, 7-9, 11, and 12, Walker fails to teach that the ticket is for a sporting event or 
the presence of a team in a sports event or the presence of an athlete in a sporting event. 

Official Notice is taken that purchasing tickets for a sporting event is old and well known 
in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time the Applicant's 
invention was made to modify the teachings of Walker to include that the ticket is for a sporting 
event or the presence of a team in a sports event or the presence of an athlete in a sporting event 
because, walker uses the 'airline" tickets as way of an example, Walker states that the system can 
be used for purchasing other types of tickets.
